Francis 
Kindt, of Lehighton, Was 


Killed by Three Men, Robbed of 


$1100 
and His Body Buried. 


A murder mystery of thirty years 


ago was cleared up by the finding of 
the bones of Squire Francis Kindt, 
of Lehighton, near Allentown, Pa., 
who dropped out of sight in 1885 with 
$1100 belonging to an estate of which 
he was the executor. 


This find substantiates the deathbed 


confession, several 
months ago, of 


Henry Truxen, a negro inmate of the 
western penitentiary. Truxen told his 
cellmate, Robert E. Boyer, that, as- 
sisted by two white men, he had mur- 
dered Squire Kindt and buried the 
body in a lonely spot on a "mountain 
about two miles from Millport. 


Seeing an opportunity to clear his 


father's memory, Howard Kindt, son 
of the squire, now living in Brooklyn, 
set out to solve the mystery- He ob- 
tained the parole of Boyer, who had 
written down Truxen's confession, giv- 
ing in detail th<? planning and execu- 
tion of the crime and the burial of the 
body. 


A party composed of Kindt, several j 


friends ami relatives began to search j 
for the burial spot. The directions set' 
down by Boyer proved to be accurate, 
for with a little digging the bones of 
Squire Kindt 
were found, together 


with some moldy documents which es- 
tablished the identity of the remains. 


Squire Kindt was a leading citizen 


of Carbon county, widely known and 
trusted. One day he left his home to 
go to Easton to place in a bank some 
money belonging to an estate of which 
he was executor. He did not arrive at 
Easton and was never seen afterward.

confessed to his cellmate, 


Boyer, that his two accomplices were 
neighbors of the squire, who knew he 
had a large sum of money in his pos 
session. One of them died five years 
ago. The other is said to be still living

DYING CONVICT 
TELLS OF MURDER 


Clears Up a Mystery ol Thirty 
Years Standing. 


VICTIM’S 
BONES 
DUG UP 


Francis 
Kindt, 
of 
Lehlghton, 
Was 


Killed 
by Three 
Men, 
Robbed of 


$1100 and His Body Burled. 


A murder mystery of thirty year» 
ago was cleared up by the finding of 
the bones of Squire Francis Kindt, 
of Lehlghton, near Allentown, Pa., 
who dropped out of sight in 1885 with 
?1100 belonging to an estate of which 
ho was the executor. 


Tills find substantiates the deathbed 
confession, several 
months ago, of 
Henry Truxen, a negro inmate of the 
western penitentiary. Truxen told his 
cellmate, Robert E. Boyer, that, as* 
sisted by two white men, he had mur­ 
dered Squire Kindt and buried the 
body in a lonely spot on a mountain 
about two miles from Millport. 


Seeing an opportunity to clear his 
father's memory, Howard Kindt, son 
of the squire, now living in Brooklyn, 
set out to solve the mystery. He ob- 
tallied the parole of Boyer, who had 
written down Truxen's confession, giv­ 
ing in detail thdf planning and execu­ 
tion of the crime and the burial of the 
body. 


A party composed of Kindt, several 
friends and relatives began to search 
for the burial spot. The directions set 
down by J3oyer proved to be accurate, 
for with a little digging the bones of 
Squire Kindt 
were found, together 
with some moldy documents which es­ 
tablished the identity of the remains. 


Squire Kindt was a leading citizen 
of Carbon county, widely known and 
trusted. One day ho left his home to 
go to Easton to place in a bank some 
money belonging to an estate of which 
he was executor. He did not arrive at 
Easton and was never seen afterward. 


Trijxen 
confessed to his cellmate, 
Boyer, that his two accomplices were 
neighbors of the squire, who knew he 
had a large sum of money in his pos­ 
session. One of them died jive years 
ago. The other is said to bo still living 
near Millport. 


Truxen, In 
his 
confession, stated

tnat ne nnu ni9 companions lay in 
wait for the squire in a lonely place. 
Ho was killed by a blow from a pick 
handle after a brief struggle. 


Although there is n<? corroborative 
evldenco of Truxen’s confession, the 
district attorney has instituted an in* 
vestigatlon of the case. The bones of 
the squire will bo Interred in the fam* 
ily plot.

diet was for tho defondant, and then 
tho jury was pollod. Ten jurors an* 
swerod “for tho defondant." Then the 
clork hesitated, called tho name of 
Edward Burns and waited. Burns, a 
big, rosy-cheeked 
Republican, stood 
up in his scat and in a doop voice 
said: “For the defendant." Juror No. 
12 gave the same answer.

Germany, through Ambassador Ger* 
ard, notified the United States that 
submarine commanders had been spe­ 
cifically instructed not to harm neu- 
tral vessels not ongaged in hostile 
acts; and that Germany would pay 
for damages to such ships in tho war 
zone. 


Neutral ships carrying contraband 
will be dealt with, tho announcement 
says, according to tho rules of naval 
warfare. 
If neutral ships aro acci­ 
dentally damaged in tho war zone, 
Germany will express its regrets and 
pay damages without prizo court pro­ 
ceedings. 


Tho German government justifies Its 
submarine 
warfare on the grounds 
that England Is threatening to starvo 
the civilian population of Germany by 
prohibiting neutral commerce in food­ 
stuffs and other necessaries. 


In previous communications Ger­ 
many has disclaimed 
responsibility 
for any harm that might befall neu­ 
tral vessels venturing into the war 
zone. 


Wilson For Local Option. 


In a letter to General W. B. Haldan* 
man, editor of tho Louisville Times, 
President Wilson asserts that his per­ 
sonal attitude toward tho liquor ques­ 
tion now is precisely what it was in 
1911 when he wrote the Shannon let­ 
ter, 


In that letter the president, who was 
then governor of Now Jersey, wrote 
that ho favored the settlement of the 
liquor issue by tho smallest political 
units—namely local option. He stated 
that its intrusion into state or na­ 
tional politics inevitably brought dis­ 
ruption 
and 
rendered 
constructive 
legislation impossible.

President Wilson now enjoys the 
distinction of boing twice a grand­ 
father.

Rice Pan Cakes. — These are a most 


appetizing cake to serve for a hot 
dish at breakfast time 
Mix two cup- 


fuls of boiled rice with two cupfuls 
of milk and 1st it stand over night In 
the morning add three cupfuls of flour, 
sifted, with a teaspoonful of salt, a 
tablespoonful of baking powder and 
a tablespoonful or sugar and one of 
melted butter. Beat until we!! mixed 
and fold in three well beaten eggs, 
the whites added last. Drop by spoon 
fuls on a well greased griddle. 


Omelet.— The omelet is the favorite 


breakfast dish and when well pre- 
pared and properly cooked is a most 
delicate dish. Take as many eggs as 
there are people to serve. Break the 
yolks into a bowl, add a tablespoonful 
of cold water for every egg, beat the 
yolks until thick, add the cold water, 
salt and seasoning, then fold in the 
well beaten whites. Have the omelet 
pan smoking hot and greased with a 
tablespoonful of butter added just as 
the omelet is to be poured in.

GENERAL FOCH. 


Foch's confidence in his chief’s tacti­ 
cal genius is unbounded. Joffre knows 
that when it comes to an offensive 
movement ho has an instrument in 
Foch on which he can place entire re­ 
liance. 
In private life the two men 
are more than comrades in arms. They 
are close 
friends and never more 
happy than when they can sit down 
over a pipe and discuss military remi­ 
niscences, for both are veterans in the 
strictest sense of the word. Their ages 
differ hut by a few months: their birth­ 
places are but a few miles apart. 


Ferdinand Foch was born at Tarbes, 
in the southern department of Gers, 
on Oct. 2, 1831. 
Ills father, Napoleon 
Foch, was secretary of the prefecture 
at Tarbes, where his three sons, of 
■whom General Foch was tho eldest at­ 
tended the local college. 
Each boy 
chose his profession—one law, another 
the church and young Ferdinand the 
army. Ferdinand soon made his mark 
and at the age of twenty-six was nom­ 
inated artillery captain. 
Rapidly he 
rose to the post of professor of tactics, 
with the title of commandant, at the 
Ecole de Guerre, or Military school, 
■where he remained five years. His lec­ 
tures and military works have been 
translated into many languages. 


Having been created brigadier gen­ 
eral in 190S, Foch now succeeded to 
the directorship of the Ecole de Guerre, 
one of tho most confidential positions 
in the war department. 
He left this 
post to take command of the Thir* 
teenth division and afterward of the 
Eighth corps at Bourges and finally 
the Twentieth corps at Nancy. 


The war did not take Foch by sur­ 
prise. He was among those who felt it 
was inevitable in the near future and 
Jiad even been looked u. 
by a sec­ 
tion of politicians as an alarmist, much 
as Lord Roberts was in England by 
the corresponding political party there. 
Joffre, who has tho leader’s instinct in 
choosing his men, immediately selected 
Foch for the responsible position of 
commander of the Fifth army at La 
Fere-Champenojse. 
How he acquitted 
liimself here is a matter of history. 


Early in October Foch succeeded to 
the command of the three armies of 
the north. 
He is now Joffre’s right 
hand man and is looked upon as the 
#4vice generalissimo** of the French 
army.

River Has Always Been Great 


Highway of Commerce. 


Dardanelles Has Ever Been Looked 


Upon as the Real Mouth of the 


Great Waterway of Eastern 


Europe, With Reason. 


Probably most Americans 
know 


more about the Danube as the subject 
of a popular waltz than as a historic 
highway of commerce and a strategic 
frontier. Perhaps some of our read- 
ers were astonished to learn that the 
allied fleets are "opening the mouth 
of the Danube" by forcing the Darda- 
nelles. They know that the Danube 
empties into the Black sea and cannot 
understand the statement. Technical- 
ly, they are correct, but, the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer says, from time imme- 
morial the Dardanelles has been 
looked upon ae the real mouth of the 
great river of eastern Europe, and for 
the best of reasons. 


In iris will Caesar Augustus ex- 


pressed a wish that Roman conquests 
should never proceed north of the 
Danube. He had succeeded in mak- 
ing that river a strategic frontier by 
adding a chain of forts which extended 
to the Swiss Alps. Behind this barrier 
w^re unknown hordes of savages and 
barbarians who were certain at some 
time by economic pressure or by a 
restless spirit to -assault the integrity 
of Hie empire, and Augustus foresaw 
that any extension beyond this fron- 
tier -would be dangerous. Unhappily, 
his advice was not accepted, although 
the reasons for a forward movement 
seemed excellent at the time. Tlie 
imperial legions 'crossed the Danube, 
and the name Bounaania remains as 
a relic ol their forward movement. It 
proved a fatal mistake, for pretty soon 
the Danube became the danger spot 
of the -empire and the seat of the gov- 
ernment was transferred to Byzanti- 
um, the modern Constantinople. Grad- 
ually the Eoman 'empire divided and 
fell -under the 
oncoming rush of 


Goths, but the struggle along the 
Danube has continued to this day. 
Hurt and Turk entered Europe along 
this great highway and were with dif- 
ficulty turned back at Vienna. Since 
that time the Balkan •question, with 
Us -control of the great river, has been 
dominant in European politics, and 
never was more important than today.

spin it rises on one end and rotates 
on its tip. A raw or soft-boiled egg 
will not do this. 


This habit of hard-boiled eggs was 


a favorite illustration used by Lord 
Kelvin in demonstrating gyrostatic 
motion before his classes at Glasgow 
university. ,In a recent lecture before 
the Institution of Electrical Engineeers 
Prof. A. Grayt repeated the experiment 
with the following comment: 


"The first experiment made was al- 


ways that of the equilibrium of this 
nearly egg-shaped piece of wood.whicb, 
scientifically described, is a homo- 
geneous prolate ellipsoid of revolu- 
tion. Its surface may be imagined to 
be generated by the revolution of an 
ellipse about its longer axis. I lay it 
on its side and we see that In that 
position it is stable for fore and aft 
inclinations, 'pitching/ I may call the

for port or starboard displacement, or 
rolling. This is, of course, all without 
spin. 


"If, however, I apply to the solid, as 


it lies on the tray before me, an im- 
pulsive twist with my fingers, so as 
to make it rotate about one of the 
minimum -diameters 
(that 
is, of 


coarse, a diameter about which the 
moment of intertia is a maximum), the 
solid shows that when spin is applied 
the equilibrium is unstable. The el- 
lipsoid at once sets itself on one end, 
and then rotates in stable equilibrium 
with the long axis nearly vertical. 
This is a remarkable result. The cen- 
ter of gravity has been raised, and the 
equilibrium is now stable. The spin 
%as altered the conditions of equilib- 
rium completely. 


"Of course, it was pointed out to us 


that all these phenomena are well 
shown by the ordinary spinning-top, 
spun by the unwinding from it of a 
string when the top has been skillfully 
thrown from the hand. The swaying 
round of the axis of a top when ris- 
ing just after spin to the 'sleeping' 
position, and the similar conical mo- 
tion of the axis when the top is about 
to fali. give examples of processional 
motion of, in fact, the astronomical 
phenomena called procession of the 
equinoxes." 


A raw egg will not rise to spin on 


end because of the unstable condition 
of its contents. 
These, being liquid, 


are agitated by tne spinning motion 
and a series of whirlpool-like motions 
is set up in them; these produce such 
a confusion of forces that any slight 
gyrostatic effect is stopped.

India's Rice Crop. 


The rice crop of India for the cur- 


rent season, according to the second 
general memorandum shows a total 
area of 75,000,000 acres under the 
crop, being only a hundred thousand 
acres short of last year. Weather con- 
ditions in Bengal, Behar and Orissa, 
Assam and United Provinces have not 
been favorable since September, how- 
ever, and the outturn of winter rice, 
in consequence, is somewhat shorter 
than these figures indicate, especially 
in Behar and Orissa, where it is esti- 
mated at only 75 per cent of normal. 
As regards extra-Indian areas the in- 
formation is that, in Egypt conditions 
are favorable, in Japan the crop is 12 
per cent above normal, while in Korea, 
Italy and the United States but slight 
variations, compared with* last year, 
are expected.

Drop by spoon 
fuls on a well greased griddle. 


Omelet.—The omelet is the favorite 
breakfast dish and when well pre­ 
pared and properly cooked is a most 
delicate dish. Take as many eggs as 
there are people to serve. 
Break the 
yolks into a bowl, add a tablespoonful 
of cold water for every egg, beat the 
yolks until thick, add the cold water, 
salt and seasoning, then fold in the 
well beaten whites, 
Have the omelet 
pan smoking hot and greased with a 
tablespoonful of butter added just as 
the omelet is to be poured in. 
Lift 
the sides of the omelet with a spatula 
while cooking, so that it will cook all 
the way through, after it

browned on the bottom set into tho 
oven to finish on top.

Victims of a pecular chain of circum- 


stances in which there is just a shade of 
mystery, three little orphans have recent- 
ly been located to the great joy of their 
relatives. The three children are now 
comfortably located, the youngest, a 
bright child of three years, is now adding 
cheerfulness to the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Walters, of Storms Store. Mt. Pleas- 
ant township, who have never known the 
joy of a bright youngster's prattle about 
the house.

"Three weeks from March 11, Mr. Jacobs, 
the father died, leaving the children home- 
less. The oldest of the children who is 
aged 12, had slight recollections of her 
step-sister, but did not know where she 
•was located. The trustees of the home in 
an effort to get into communication with 
Miss Jacobs, advertised the circumstances 
in the city papers. Mrs. Charles Haar, of 
York, who is an-aunt to the children, no- 
ticed the article in the paper, clipped it 
and sent it to her sister, Mrs. Walters. 
This was the first knowledge either of the 
aunts had of their brother and his wife's 
death. As soon as it could be arranged, 
Mrs. Walters went to Washington to locate 
the children. The children were located 
at the Children's Home, where Mr and 
Mrs. Walters entered negotiations to adopt 
them. Following the advice of those in 
charge of the institution, the 10 year old 
boy and 12 year old girl were left at the 
institution in order that they might gain 
the advantages of an education. The 
youngest, a bright little tot of three, was 
adopted by them and brought to their 
Lome. The other children will be brought 
to the Walters' home after they have spent 
a year or two at the Children's Home. 


Train Kills Farm Hand. 


With the entire right side of his body hor- 


ribly crushed and mangled, Daniel Schri- 
ver, a farm hand, died shortly before eight 
o'clock on Saturday morning in the railroad 
station at Boiling Springs.

Higher Cost of Prisoners. 


It is figured out that the consolidation 


of the Eastern and Western Penitentiaries 
at the Centre county institution which is 
now being constructed, the bill for which 
passed the Senate last week, will mean a 
good deal more in the way of expenditures 
for Adams county for the maintenance of 
her prisoners than is paid now. The per 
capita wage per day for maintenance in 
the Eastern penitentiary, where the Adams 
county convicts are sent, was 19 cents in 
1914, while it was 39 cents in the Western 
penitentiary. In 1914 Adams county paid 
31191.68. These same prisoners, under 
the Western penitentiary charge of 39 cts. 
a day, would have cost §2446.08 or SI 254.- 
40 more than in the Eastern penitentiary. 
A number of senators who voted for the 
consolidation bill obtained reports of the 
two institutions for 1914 afterward and 
did some figuring, much to their astonish- 
ment. It is said that an effort will be 
made to have Governor Brumbaugh veto 
the bill.

A joint meeting of the church councils 


of the McSherrystown and New Oxford

Johns alternate to a convention to be held 
next Spring. 


Harrisburg, May 20.—The senate bill 


to establish a state institution for boys in 
York county was defeated by the house. 
This kills the bill through the senate. The 
site on which it was proposed to establish 
the home was the Frederick M. Small farm, 
in Manchester and East Manchester twps. 
It was provided that the price limit be 
S75.000 for the property. The defeat of 
the bill came after prolonged debate in 
which the bill was attacked by W. H. Wil- 
son, of Philadelphia. He contended that 
it should not have limited the commission 
to one site. 


When Blaine Dulabaum tried to turn 


his Saxon runabout on a narrow road in 
the Blue Ridge mountains not far from 
Buena Vista Springs, the wheels of the au- 
to slipped off the road and the machine 
turned over one time and a half, stopping 
with wheels in the air and its owner, 
Blaine Dulabaum, and Miss Grace Feld- 
man, Chambersburg, buried under it. All 
that kept it from rolling down an 80-foot 
hill was the fact that it rolled against a 
tree. Mr. Dulabaum was slightly cut and 
bruised and Miss Feldman was cut on the 
arm by glass from the windshield.

1,045 Bills Passed. 


Harrisburg, May 22—More bills were 


passed and sent to the governor by the 
general assembly that adjourned Thursday 
than any other legislature in the history of 
Pennsylvania. This became known today, 
when Secretary of the Commonwealth 
Woods issued a statement showing that 
the total of bills sent to the governor was 
1,045. Of this number, 41 were recalled 
by the legislature befor the governor acted 
on them. The governor has vetoed 53 
bills and has approved 243. That leaves 
70S to dispose of in the next 30 days. It 
is not probable that many of the appro- 
priation bills will be acted upon until June 
1, when the governor and Chairman Wood- 
ward, of the house appropriations commit- 
tee, will go over them finally. The total 
amount carried is between $66,000,000 and 
§76,000,000.

DANUBE M HISTORY LEARNED FROM EG6 


River Has Always Been Great 
Highway of Commerce. 


Dardanelles Has Ever Been Looked 
Upon as the Real Mouth of the 
Great Waterway of Eastern 
Europe, With Reason« 


Probably 
most 
Americans 
l?now 
more about the Danube as the subject 
of a popular xvaltz than as a historic 
highway of commerce and a strategic 
frontier. Perhaps some of our read­ 
ers wore astonished to learn that the 
allied fleets are “opening the mouth 
of the l>anube” by forcing the Darda­ 
nelles. They know that the Danube 
empties into the Black sea and caunot 
understand the statement. Technical- 
ly, they <are correct, but, tho Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer says, from time imme­ 
morial 
the Dardanelles 
has 
been 
looked upon aB the real mouth of the 
great river of eastern Europe, and for 
the best of reasons. 


In bis will Caesar Augustus ex­ 
pressed a wish that Roman conquests 
should never proceed north of the 
Danube. He had succeeded in mak­ 
ing that river a strategic frontier by 
adding a chain of forts which extended 
to the Swiss Alps. Behind this barrier 
were unknown hordes of savages and 
barbarians who were certain at some 
time by economic pressure or by a 
restless spirit to assault the integrity 
of tho empire, and Augustus foresaw 
that any extension beyond this fron­ 
tier would be dangerous. Unhappily, 
his advice was not accepted, although 
the reasons for a forward movement 
seemed excellent at the time. The 
imperial legions crossed the Danube, 
and the name Houmania remains as 
a relic of their forward movement. It 
proved a fatal mistake, for pretty soon 
the Danube became the danger spot 
of the -empire and the seat of the gov­ 
ernment was transferred to Byzanti­ 
um, the modern Constantinople. Grad­ 
ually the lioman empire divided and 
fell under the oncoming rush of 
Goths, but the struggle al4ng the 
Danube has continued to this day. 
Hun and Turk entered Europe along 
this great highway ¡and *were with dif­ 
ficulty turned back .at Vienna. Since 
that time the Balkan question, with 
its control of the great xiver, has been 
dominant in European politics, and 
never was more important than today. 


How Scientists Got Notion of 


Gyroscope. 


Lord Kelvin Frequently Used It In 
Lectures to H!a Classes, and Pro­ 
fessor Grey Has Added In­ 
teresting Comment. 


If you place a hard-boiled egg on Its 
side on a smooth table and give it n 
spin it rises on one end and rotates 
on its tip. 
A raw or soft-boiled egg 
avill not do this. 


This habit of hard-boiled eggs was 
a favorite illustration used by Lord 
Kelvin in demonstrating gyrostatio 
motion before his classes at Glasgow 
university. In a recent lecture before 
tho Institution of Electrical Engineeers 
Prof. A. Gray# repeated the experiment 
with the following comment: 


"The first experiment made was al­ 
ways that of the equilibrium of this 
nearly egg-shaped piece of wood,which, 
scientifically described, is a homo­ 
geneous prolate ellipsoid of revolu­ 
tion. Its surface may be imagined to 
bo generated by the revolution of an 
ellipse about its longer axis. I lay it 
on its side and we see that in that 
position it is stable for fore and aft 
inclinations, ‘pitching/ I may call the

Barbed Guard Is an Old Device, out It 
is Guaranteed to HoJd Ihe 
Watch Secure* 


Though patented so long ago that 
the patent has run out, the device for 
holding a watch secure from pickpock­ 
ets, which is illustrated herewith, is 
so ingenious and so little known that 
it deserves to have attention called 
to it. It consists of a little acorn­ 
shaped bulb between the hasp and the 
ring to which the chain is attached, 
and in this bulb three slender, sharp 
spikes that protrude the instant the 
chain is pulled. The spikes stick into 
the lining of the pocket, from which 
the watch cannot .possibly be pulled. 


As soon as the pull is released the

motion, and in indifferent equilibrium 
for port or starboard displacement, or 
rolling. This is, of course, all without 
spin. 


“If, however, I apply to the solid, as 
it lies on the tray before me, an im­ 
pulsive twist with my fingers, so as 
to make it rotate about one of the 
minimum 
diameters 
(that 
is, 
of 
course, a diameter about which the 
moment of intertia is a maximum), the 
solid show^s that when spin is applied 
the equilibrium is unstable. 
The el­ 
lipsoid at once sets itself on one end, 
and then rotates in stable equilibrium 
with the long axis nearly vertical. 
This is a remarkable result. The cen­ 
ter of gravity has been raised, and the 
equilibrium is now stable. 
The spin 
plias altered the conditions of equilib­ 
rium completely. 


“Of course, it was pointed out to us 
that all these phenomena are well 
shown by the ordinary spinning-top, 
spun by the unwinding from it of a 
string when the top has been skillfully 
thrown from the hand. 
The swaying 
round of the axis of a top when ris­ 
ing just after spin to tho ‘sleeping* 
position, and the similar conical mo­ 
tion of the axis when the top is about 
to fall, give examples of processional 
motion of, in fact, the astronomical 
phenomena called procession of the 
equinoxes/* 


A raw egg will not rise to spin on 
end because of the unstable condition 
of its contents. 
These, being liquid, 
are agitated by the spinning motion 
and a series of whirlpool-like motions 
is set up in them; these produce such 
a confusion of forces that any slight 
gyrostatic effect is stopped.

spikes drop back into tiny hole3. The 
owner of the watch has to take hold of 
its ring and not of its chain when 
he wants to take it out. 


Would Leave Bullet in Body. 


“The mere presence of a bullet in­ 
side the body will of itself do no harm 
at all. The old idea that it will cause 
infection died long ago . , . We now 
know that, provided they are clean, we 
can 
introduce 
steel 
plates, 
silver 
wires, silver nets, into the body with­ 
out causing any trouble at all, and a 
bullet is no worse than any of these. 
It is a matter in which the public are 
very largely to blame, for they con­ 
sider that unless the bullet has been 
removed the surgeon has not done his 
job. Unless he has some specific rea­ 
son for it, i know that the surgeon 
who removes a bullet does not know 
his work.

India's Rice Crop. 


The rice crop of India for the cur­ 
rent season, according to the second 
general memorandum shows a total 
area of 75,000,000 acres under the 
crop, being only a hundred thousand 
acres short of last year 
Weather con­ 
ditions in Bengal, Behar and Orissa, 
Assam and United Provinces have not 
been favorable since September, how­ 
ever, and the outturn of winter rice, 
in consequence, is somewhat shorter 
than these figures indicate, especially 
in Behar and Orissa, where it is esti­ 
mated at only 75 per cent of normal. 
As regards extra-Indian areas the in­ 
formation is that, in Egypt conditions 
are favorable, in Japan tho crop is 12 
per cent above normal, while in Korea, 
Italy and the United States but slight 
variations, compared with' iast year, 
are expected. 


Japanese Potato King, 


Reading a story of the visit of 
George Shima, the potato king of 
Lodi, Cal., to Los Angeles, in a paper 
of that city, merchants of Lodi recall 
that not many years ago the Japanese 
capitalist could not obtain credit in 
the stores of this city, not because he 
was not honest, but a« a newcomer 
he had not established ciedit. 


Those business mer who refused to 
trust did not anticipate that in a few 
years Shima would 
control 37,000 
acres in California and have 6,000 
acres in his own holdings, and have 
established a large credit in California 
banks. 


Last July -Shima owned about a 
quarter of the 4,000,000 sacks of pota­ 
toes in California, and today lie owns 
half of the 500,000 sacks unsold in the 
state.

which taxes are.assessed, 513,574,492; to- 
tal of tax at 4 mills, $54,297. 


According to the returns made to the as- 


sessors there is §4,179,890 of money at in- 
terest, and SI ,835 worth of hacks and om- 
nibuses in the county.. The money tax on 
this total of $4,181,725 will bring the addi- 
tional sum of $16,726.90.

Little Orphans Bring 


Joy to Childless. 


Victims of a pecular chain of circum- 
stanccs in which there is just a shade of 
mystery, throe little orphans have recent­ 
ly been located to the great joy of their 
relatives. The three children arc now 
comfortably located, the youngest, 
a 
bright child of three years, is now adding 
cheerfulness to the home of Mr. and Mrs, 
Harry Walters, of Storms Store, Mt. Pleas­ 
ant township, who have never known the 
joy of a bright youngster’s prattle about 
the house. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Jacobs 
died just three weeks apart in Washington 
where they lived. Mr. Jacobs who was 42 
years of age, was aflictcd with tuberculos­ 
is and was taken to the Providence Hos­ 
pital, at Washington, for treatment. Mrs. 
Jacobs, wlm was subject to heart failure, 
called at the hospital to see her husband 
and was so affected by his pitiable condi­ 
tion that when she returned home she be­ 
came seriously ill. After a time she was 
removed to the Garfield Hospital to under­ 
go treatment, where she died on March 11, 
1915. A daughter by her first marriage 
who lived in Washington, had the remains 
sent to Virginia for burial. The children 
had in the meantime been sent to the 
Children’s Home, in Washington, D. C. 
T'hree weeks from March 11, Mr. Jacobs, 
the father died, leaving the children home­ 
less. The oldest of the children who is 
aged 12, had slight recollections of her 
step-sister, but did not know where she 
was located. The trustees of the home in 
an effort to get into communication with 
Miss Jacobs, advertised the circumstances 
in the city papers. Mrs. Charles Haar, of 
York, who is an-aunt to the children, no­ 
ticed the article in the paper, clipped it 
and sent it to her sister, Mrs. Walters. 
This was the first knowledge cither of the 
aunts had of their brother and his wife’s 
death. As soon as it could be arranged, 
Mrs. Walters went to Washington to locate 
the children. The children were located 
at the Children’s Home, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Walters entered negotiations to adopt 
them. Following the advice of those in 
charge of the institution, the 10 year old 
boy and 12 year old girl were left at the 
institution in order that they might gain 
the advantages of an education. The 
youngest, a bright little tot of three, was 
adopted by them and brought to their 
home. The other children will be brought 
to the Walters’ home after they have spent 
u year or two at the Children’s Home. 


Train Kills Farm Hand. 


With the entire right side of his body hor­ 
ribly crushed and mangled, Daniel Schri- 
ver, a farm hand, died shortly before eight 
o’clock on Saturday morning in the railroad 
station at Boiling Springs. He was struck 
by the passenger train leaving Gettysburg 
at 5:55 for Harrisburg. The unfortunate 
man had no home, so far as is known, but 
had spent several years in Adams and 
Cumberland counties working for various 
farmers.^; lie was not a tramp but was 
simply of a roving disposition and never 
made his home permanently with any one 
person. Schriver, in a wagon belonging to 
a farmer was about to cross the Heading 
railroad tracks a mile this side of Boil­ 
ing Springs but wos detained by a long 
freight train going towards Shippensburg. 
The freight had obscured the view of the 
rapidly running passenger train, and as 
Schriver drove unto the track, the engine 
of the passenger train struck the team. 
Schriver was tossed some distance, the 
horse was instantly killed and the wagon 
demolished.

$1191.68. These same prisoners, under 
the Western penitentiary charge of 39 cts. 
a day, would have cost 82440.08 or $1254.- 
40 more than in the Eastern penitentiary.

1,045 Bills Passed. 


Harrisburg. May 22—More bills were 
passed and sent to the governor by the 
general assembly that adjourned Thursday 
than any other legislature in the history of 
Pennsylvania.

FALL OF CORINTH 


Thirtieth of May, 1862, Was a 


Day of Great Rejoicing in 


the North. 


T 


HE thirtieth of May in 1862 was 
made memorable in Civil war his- 
tory by the evacuation of Corinth, 


Miss. The seizure of this Confederate 
stronghold by the Union armies was 
an event which, estimated by its re- 
sults, may be regarded as the first im- 
portant event of the war. 
Since the 


first of May Halleck had been trying 
to gain possession of this stronghold, 
which, at that time, was held by Beau- 
regard. In the meantime Old Farm- 
ington, the strongly fortified outpost 
oi 'the Confederacy, about four miles 
from Corinth, had been given up; Mar- 
maduke, who had been in command 
there, had retired to Corinth to re- 
enforce 
Beauregard. 
The 
Union 


forces had taken possession of Old 
Parmington, had cut off Beauregard's 
railroad connections to the north and 
east and had, by the twenty-ninth of 
May, 
succeeded in working their way 


to a position near the Confederate 
fortifications at Cormth, from which 
an assault could be made. 


It was Halleck's intention to make 


an assault on the following morning, 
and he was expecting to meet with 
strong resistance. 
But Halleck's ex- 


pectations were not realized. All night 
long the pickets and sentinels heard a 
continuous roar of moving cars in 
Corinth. At early dawn Halleck sent 
out skirmishers, but no foe appeared 
to oppose them. 
He then ordered 


Sherman to advance with his troops 
toward the Confederate fortifications 
and to "teel the enemy " But no en- 
emy could be found 
Where was he? 


Out near Old FaTmington there still 


stands a tall tree which today is 
pointed out to sightseers who visit 
Corinth as "Lookout Tree " From the 
top of this tree the Union spies, at the 
time of the siege, with a field glass 
used to observe the movements of the 
Confederate troops. 


The morning of the thirtieth of May, 


1862, 
these spies saw only the rear of 


Beauregard's army far to the south of 
Corinth fleeing down the Mobile rail- 
road. The enemy whom Sherman had 
been sent to "feel" had escaped. The 
city had been evacuated and left as a 
prize of war to the Union army. 


On this thirtieth of May there was 


much rejoicing in the northern states, 
for all through the month of Ma> the 
people therp had been awaiting the 
outcome of this siege. On the follow- 
ing morning there appeared m the 
New York Tribune a long editorial be- 
ginning thus' 


"Another stronghold of the rebels 


has fallen 
Corinth is reannexed to 


the Union, and Beauregard's army is 
lying dcwn the Mobile railroad in 
anxious search for the 'last ditch.'" 


This tells the story. Soon after the 


thirtieth of May of the preceding year 
the battle of Bull Run had grven the 
Confederates a strong footing in the 
East, but since the beginning of the 
year 1862 the Union forces had been 
gaining a series of victories in the 
Mississippi valley; Pea Ridge, Shiloh, 
Island Number Ten, New Madrid and 
Fort Donelson had prepared the way 


for the victory at Corinth. The result 
of this victory was the establishment 
of the power of the Union in the West. 
One week later Memphis fell, as it 
were, by its own weight. This gave 
the Union forces control of the Missis- 
sippi, the only important stronghold 
in the Mississippi valley that re- 
mained secure to the Confederates. 


While the people in the North on 


this thirtieth of May were rejoicing 
over the victory of their soldiers at 
Corinth and over the results which 
they felt would inevitably tollow, what 
about the people in the South? Nearly 
a year had now passed since the vic- 
tory of the Confederate soldiers at 
the battle of Bull Run. When the news 
of this victory had come to the south- 
ern people many of them thought the 
war was over. So general was this 
impression thr;t many of the southern 
soldiers 
ha*7, gone back to their 


homes, thinlung that there would be 
no further need of their services 


The evacuation of Corinth cast a 


gloom over the whole South, but there 
still remained with the southern peo- 
ple an implicit confidence in the army 
of northern Virginia, which was, on 
that day, holding its own in defense of 
Richmond. 


HEN at last the breakfast 
dishes were washed, the

ments in Confederate cemeteries. But 
as time passed and the bitterness 
healed slabs were placed here and 
there denoting that a one-time enemy 
slept among the others. 
When Me- 


morial day came the flowers were 
placed ungrudginglj on the alien's 
mound. 


In one of the southern cemeteries 


where a northern soldier rests there 
was for a long time a practice of dec- 
orating ever}' Confederate grave with 
a tiny Confederate flag—the Stars and 
Bars. As the survivors and the wid- 
ows and orphans of the Confederate 
dead c?me spring after spring to 
strew their flowers and plant their 
flags they halted at the Yankee sol- 
dier's grave for a second with bitter 
thoughts 
Finally, as time passed and 


their grief lessened, they placed flow- 
ers on their foen,an's grave also 


In 1872, as a young widow of one of 


the dead Confederates went with her 
little daughter to decorate the graves, 
the girl noticed that no Confederate 
flag had been placed on the northern 
soldier's mound. So she placed one 
there. The chairman of the Memorial 
committee, passing by, removed it. 


The little girl burst into tears and 


it was hard to explain things so as to 
satisfy her. Her elders began to think 
over the incident. 


The next month, when the widow 


again went to the cemetery, she 
brought with her a small Stars and 
Stripes, which she had procured only 
after considerable difficulty. 


This she silently handed her little 


daughter, who placed it lovingly on 
the Yankee soldier's grave

HE readiness with which the sol- 
diers of the Civil war became, 
quiet citizens at the close of the 


war greatly puzzled foreigners at that 
time. Foreigners do not rechze that 
it has never been, the policy of our 
people to maintain a large standing 
army. ..The soldier? of the Union and 
the soldiers of the Confederacy were 
nearly all volunteers. 
Both armies 


were composed, in the main, of law- 
abiding men, who left their homes in 
obedience to what they thought was 
their duty. The contest was one of 
principle; not one of personal revenge. 
The matter being settled, they were 
ready to return to their accustomed 
occupations. 


The readiness with which the Union 


and Confederate soldiers now unite in 
observing Memorial day also puzzles 
foreigners. 
They think that it is a 


mere matter of expediency which was 
brought about in 1898, when some of 
the old Union and Confederate sol- 
diers marched side by side under the 
Stars and Stripes. But such is not 
the case. The Blue and the Gray haft 
been united in the observance of Me- 
morial day before the war with 
Spain. 


Memorial day, as it is now formally 


observed as a legal holiday in a ma- 
jority of the states, was inaugurated 
in 1868. Gen. John B. Logan, who was 
at that time commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, issued an 
order to all surviving Union soldiers 
to meet May 30 of that year, at the 
cemeteries 
near 
their 
respective 


posts, and to decorate the graves oS. 
their fallen comrades. But the cere- 
mony, in an informaL way, had been 
observed since the spring of 1865 in 
the South, where the custom originat- 
ed. The ceremonies at the graves of 
the Confederate dead in Hollywood 
cemetery at Richmond, Va., in the 
spring of 1867 were being observed at 
the time Mrs John B. Logan happened 
to be visiting in that city. She was so 
pleased with the simple beauty of j 
these ceremonies that she urged her 
husband to inaugurate similar cereme- 
nies for the Union soldiers. It was 
these ceremonies that suggested the 
idea to General Logan. 


The idea of uniting the ceremonies 


of the northern and the southern peo- 
ple seems to have originated, also, te 
the South, for in the spring of 1867 
the women of Columbus, Miss., while 
decorating the graves of Confederate 
soldiers, strewed flowers on the graves 
of the Union soldiers who were buried 
in the same cemetery. When the news 
of this touching tribute reached the 
North, the northern newspapers com- 
mented favorably on the fact 


Since that time the sentiment ex- 


pressed in it has been growing among 
the American people. The monument 
erected at Fitzgerald, Ga., by the Blue 
and Gray Memorial association of that 
place is one of the best visible expres- 
sions of this sentiment

If it is compelled to re- 
treat, Jts doom is sealed, but if it wins 
the battle it will revolutionize the 
transportation methods of this nation. 


If the rubber tire conquers the 


street traffic its next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle between economic 
forces ever fought out on the face 
of this earth is on, for iron is the un- 
disputed master in transportation, and 
is fortified behind billions of dollars, 
and millions of men.

The United States 
has 38 per cent of the world's mileage, 
seven per cent of the estimated pop- 
ulation and about five per cent of the 
area. The total capital invested in the 
railways of the world is $50,000,000,- 
000, divided as follows: United States 
$13,000,000,000 Europe $25,65lO,000,OOo' 
and other countries 
|11,350,000,000. 


Reduced to a mileage basis the cap- 
italization is as follows: The world 
$78,000, United States $54,000, Europe 
$124,000, and other countries $59,000. 


A comparison of rates Is equally as 


interesting and the United States 
takes the lead in economy and serv- 
ice. 
The average rate per ton per< 


hundred mile haul is as follows: 
United States 76c, Great Britain $2.53, 
Prance $1.44, Germany $1.44, Russia 
92c, Austria-Hungary $1.30, Italy $2.30 
and Switzerland $2.82.

Thirtieth of May, 1862, Was a 
Day of Great Rejoicing in 
the North. 


T 


HE thirtieth of May in 3862 was 
made memorable in Civil war his­ 
tory by the evacuation of Corinth, 
Miss. The seizure of this Confederate 
stronghold by the Union armies was 
an event which, estimated by its re­ 
sults« may be regarded as the first im­ 
portant event of the war. 
Since the 
first of May ttalleck had been trying 
to gain possession of this stronghold, 
which, at that time, was held by Beau­ 
regard. 
In the meantime Old Farm­ 
ington, the strongly fortified outpost 


for the victory at Corinth. The result 
of this victory was the establishment 
of the power of the Union in the West. 
One week later Memphis fell, as it 
were, by its own weight. 
This gave 
the Union forces control of the Missis­ 
sippi, the only important stronghold 
in the Mississippi valley that re­ 
mained secure to the Confederates, 


While tho people in the North on 
this thirtieth of May were rejoicing 
over the victory of their soldiers at 
Corinth and over the results which 
they felt would inevitably follow, what 
about the people in the South? Nearly 
a year had now passed since the vic­ 
tory of the Confederate soldiers at 
the battle of Bull Run. When the news 
of this victory had come to the south­ 
ern people many of them thought the 
war was over. 
So general was this 
impression that many of the southern 
soldiers 
had 
gone 
back 
to 
their 
homes, thinking that there would be 
no further need of their services. 


The evacuation of Corinth cast a 
gloom over the whole South, but there 
still remained with the southern peo-

fortifications at Corinth, from which 
an assault could be made. 


It was Halleck’s intention to make 
an assault on the following morning, 
and he was expecting to meet with 
strong resistance. 
But Halleck's ex­ 
pectations were not realized. All night 
long the pickets and sentinels heard a 
continuous roar of moving cars in 
Corinth. At early dawn l-Ialleck sent 
out skirmishers, but no foe appeared 
to oppose them. 
He then ordered 
Sherman to advance with his troops 
toward tho Confederate fortifications 
and to “feel the enemy." But no en­ 
emy could be found. Where was he? 


Out near Old Farmington there still 
stands a tall tree which today is 
pointed out to sightseers who visit 
Corinth as “Lookout Tree " From the 
top of this tree the Union spies, at the 
time of the siege, with a field glass, 
used to observe the movements of the 
Confederate troops. 


The morning of the thirtieth of May, 
1862, these spies saw only the rear of 
Beauregard's army far to the south of 
Corinth fleeing down the Mobile rail­ 
road. The enemy whom Sherman had 
been sent to “feel” had escaped. The 
city had been evacuated and left as a 
prize of war to the Union army. 


On this thirtieth of May there was 
much rejoicing in the northern states, 
for all through the month of May the 
people there had been awaiting the 
outcome of this siege. On the follow­ 
ing morning there appeared in the 


that day, holding its own in defense of 
Richmond. 


MARKED END OF BITTERNtSS 


Pathetic incident in Southern Ceme­ 
tery Showed a Lessening of 
Wartime Grief. 


For a long time there was a rigid 
rule against erecting any but Federal

In one of the southern cemeteries 
where a northern soldier rests there 
was for a long time a practice of dec­ 
orating every Confederate grave with 
a tiny Confederate flag—the Stars and 
Bars. As the survivors and the wid­ 
ows and orphans of the Confederate 
dead caipe spring after spring to 
strew their flowers and plant their 
flags they halted at the Yankee sol­ 
dier's grave for a second with bitter 
thoughts. Finally, as time passed and 
their grief lessened, they placed flow­ 
ers on their foeman's grave also. 


In 3872, as a young widow of one of 
the dead Confederates went with her

HE readiness with which the sol­ 
diers of the Civil war became 
quiet citizens at the close of the 
war greatly puzzled foreigners at that 
time. 
Foreigners do not realize that 
it has never been the policy of our 
people to maintain a large standing 
army. The soldiers of the Union and 
the soldiers of the Confederacy were 
nearly all volunteers. 
Both armle» 
were composed, in the main, of law- 
abiding men, who left their homes In 
obedience to what they thought waa 
their duty. 
The contest was one of 
principle; not one of personal revenge. 
The matter being settled, they wero 
ready to return to their accustomed 
occupations. 


The readiness with which the Union 
and Confederate soldiers now unite in 
observing Memorial day also puzzles 
foreigners. 
They think that it is a 
mere matter of expediency which was 
brought about in 1898, when some of 
the old Union and Confederate sol­ 
diers marched side by side under the 
Stars and Stripes. 
But such is not 
the case. The Blue and the Gray hatf 
been united in the observance of Me­ 
morial 
day 
before 
the 
war with 
Spain. 


Memorial day, as it is now formally 
observed as a legal holiday in a ma­ 
jority of the states, was inaugurated 
in 1808. Gen. John B. Logan, who waB 
at that time commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Array of the Republic, issued an 
order to all surviving Union soldier» 
to meet May 30 of that year, at the 
cemeteries 
near 
their 
respective 
posts, and to decorate the graves of 
their fallen comrades. 
But the cere­ 
mony, in an informal way, had bee« 
observed since the spring of 1865 in 
the South, where the custom originat­ 
ed. The ceremonies at the graves of 
the Confederate dead in Hollywood 
cemetery at Richmond, Va„ in the 
spring of 18G7 were being observed at 
the time Mrs John B, Logan happened 
to be visiting in that city. She was so 
pleased with the simple beauty of 
these ceremonies that she urged her 
husband to inaugurate similar ceremo­ 
nies for the Union soldiers. 
It was 
these ceremonies that suggested the 
idea to General Logan. 


The idea of uniting the ceremonies 
of the northern and the southern peo­ 
ple seems to have originated, also, In 
the South, for in the spring of 1867 
the women of Columbus, Miss., while 
decorating the graves of Confederate 
soldiers, strewed flowers on the grave« 
of the Union soldiers who were buried 
in the same cemetery. When the news 
of this touching tribute reached the 
North, the northern newspapers com­ 
mented favorably on the fact. 


Since that time the sentiment ex­ 
pressed in it has been growing among 
the American people. The monumeal 
erected at Fitzgerald, Ga.# by tie Blue 
and Gray Memorial association of that 
place is one of the best visible expres­ 
sion* of this seutimeat.

AMERICAN TRADE 


Manufacturers Are Advised to 


Go After This New Business. 


NATION STRONG FINANCIALLY 


6azonoff, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 


Points Out Opportunities For Amer- 
icans^Money Once Spent on Vodka 
Now 
Used 
For 
Agriculture—Bank 


Savings Make Record. 


Chicago.—From its correspondent In 


Petrograd the Tribune publishes a dis- 
patch quoting M. Sazonoff, the Kussian 
minister of foreign aftairs. 


"Kussia \vants just two things of 


America, the first and most important 
being a permanent maintenance of the 
close and cordial relations between the 
two nations; the second, an enormous 
quantity of all kinds of manufactured 
articles," he asserted. 


"Before the war Germany supplied 


from its workshops the greater part of 
Russia's demand, and as for commodi- 
ties it could not supply itself acted as 
the middleman, exacting large profits. 


"German merchants readily adapted 


themselves to Russian customs and 
had an added advantage of national 
good will. 


"After this war Russia will prefer to 


buy elsewhere all the goods it used to 
buy in Germany upon comparatively 
equal terms. 


"Now especially is the time for 


'American manufacturers to send agents 
to learn the Russian ways in order to 
be in a position to fill the enormous 
demand on the part of the civil popu- 
lation when the war ends. The Rus-

sian government will lend cordial aid 
to all American firms wishing to trade 
with Russia. 


"Even before the war Russia had 


established a line of steamers trading 
directly from Libau with New York. 
It will encourage more such Russian 
companies and ^ill also encourage 
American companies trading to Rus- 
sian ports." 


The Russian government, the cor- 


respondent points out, is the largest 
single purchaser in the world. He also 
says that Russia offers not merely a 
market formerly monopolized by Ger- 
many, but an added market due to 
the abolition of the vodka traffic. The 
Russian peasant now has his vodka 
money to put into agricultural machin- 
ery. 
He has already become a more 


productive man, and even in this war 
time is a greater consumer of manu- 
factured articles. 
» 


The London Daily News correspond- 


ent in Russia sends from Kiev the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 


"The situation in Russia from the 


military, economic and political points 
of view is better today than it has been 


• at any other time since the first retreat 


of the Germans from Russian Poland. 


"The country outside the war zone 


has suffeied astonishingly little mate- 
rially from the war. The purchasing 
power of the rouble has depreciated 
very little, food supplies are plentiful, 
and the agricultural population, except 
in the immediate war area, has more 
actual money than ever before, owing 
to the prohibition of vodka drinking. 
This is shown by the January savings 
deposits, which were more for the 
one month than for the whole of the 
previous year. 


"It is declared in Russia that any in- 


dependent peace with Austria must in- 
volve the question of neutral trading 
with Germany, for at this time Aus- 
tria as a neutral power friendly to Ger- 
many might prove more dangerous to 
the allies than Austria actively hostile, 
but disintegrating through defeat. 


"A separate peace, it is said, must 


contain a clause giving the allies con- 
trol during the war of the Austro-Ger- 
man-frontier. 
In addition, the allies 


cannot guarantee weakened Austria 
against attack by Italy." 


Farming In Belgium. 


Berlin.—The German authorities in 


Belgium will try to make the country 
•elf supporting by raising corn, pota- 
to^s, etc., Instead of sugar beets.

The struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to 
be the liveliest contest of the Twen­ 
tieth Century.

The struggle is & silent one and 


there are no war correspondents to 
write vivid descriptions of the con­ 
flict but the results are more far- 
reaching to present and future gen­ 
erations than the war of Europe. 


The rubber tire has been maneuver* 
ing for point of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim­ 
portant positions in traffic, but it has 
now pitched a decisive battle with 
its iron competitor by hurling a mil­ 
lion “jitneys’1 at the street railways 
and the battle is raging from ocean 
to ocean. 
Upon the result of the 
struggle depends the future of the 
rubber tire. If it is compelled to re­ 
treat, Jts doom is sealed, but if it wins 
the battle it will revolutionize the 
transportation methods of this nation. 


If the rubber tire conquers the 
street traffic its next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle between economic 
forces ever fought out on the face 
of this earth is on, for iron is the un* 
disputed master in transportation, and 
is fortified behind billions of dollars, 
and millions of men. 


Stephenson applied the steel tire 
to an iron rail in 1814, but it was 1869 
before the golden spike was driven 
at Promontory Point, which bound 
the country together with bands of 
steel. 
It took the iron tire fifty-five 
years to creep from ocean to ocean, 
but the rubber tire while warm from 
the creative mind of the inventive 
genius sped across the continent like 
an arrow shot from the bow of Ulys* 
ses. 
The roadbed was already pre­ 
pared and therein lies the power of 
the rubber tire over that of iron,' for 
government builds and maintains the 
public highway. 


But iron is a stubborn metal and 
It has mastered every wheel that 
turns; has fought battles with every 
element above and beneath the earth 
and has never tasted the wormwood 
of defeat, and when rubber hurls its 
full force against this monarch of 
the Mineral Kingdom, it may rebound 
to the factory stunned beyond recov 
ery. 
, The rubber tire first made its ap­ 
pearance on the bicycle, but it proved 
a frivolous servant and was dismissed 
for incompetency. It has always been 
too much inclined to revel in luxury 
to be taken seriously as a utility ma­ 
chine and its reputation is not one to 
inspire confidence in heavy traffit 
performance. 


But to those who care to waft into 
dreamland, it is enchanting to note 
that there will be a marvelous differ­ 
ence between a rubber and an iron 
age. The rubtfer tire will scatter the 
cities throughout the valleys for with 
transportation at every man’s door 
why a city? It will traverse the con 
tinent with a net work of Macadam 
highways as beautiful as the boule 
vard built by Napoleon. 
It will par 
alyze the law making bodies of this 
nation for how could the legislature* 
run without the railroads to operate 
on?

The United States 
has 38 per cent of the world’s mileage, 
seven per cent of the estimated pop­ 
ulation and about five per cent of the 
area. The total capital invested in the 
railways of the world is $50,000,000,- 
000, divided as follows: United States 
$13,000,000,000 Europe $25,650,000,000 
and other countries $11,350,000,000. 
Reduced to a mileage basis the cap­ 
italization is as follows: The vorld 
$78,000, United States $54,000, Europe 
$124,000, and other countries $59,000. 


A comparison of rates is equally as 
interesting and the United States 
takes the lead in economy and serv­ 
ice. 
The average rate per ton per 
hundred 
mile haul is 
as follows: 
United States 76c, Great Britain $2.53, 
France $1.44, Germany $1.44, Russia 
92c, Austria-Hungary $1.30, Italy $2.30 
and Switzerland $2.82. 


The average yearly pay of all rail­ 
road employes in the principal coun­ 
tries is as follows: 
United States 
$757, Germany $392, Italy $345, Aus­ 
tria $322, Great Britain $279, France 
$260 and Russia $204. 


About 30 per cent, or 188,000 miles, 
of the railways of the world are 
government owned. 
About half the 
railway mileage of Europe is govern­ 
ment owned.

“The situation in Russia from the 
military, economic and political points 
of view is better today than it has been 
• at any other time since the first retreat 
of the Germans from Russian Poland. 


“The country outside the war zone 
has guttered astonishingly little mate­ 
rially from tlie war. 
The purchasing 
power of the rouble has depreciated 
very little, food supplies are plentiful, 
and the agricultural population, except 
in the .immediate war area, has more 
actual money than ever before, owing 
to the prohibition of vodka drinking. 
This is shown by the January savings 
deposits, which were more for the 
one month than for the whole of the 
jjrevious year. 


“It is declared in Russia that any in­ 
dependent peace with Austria must in­ 
volve the question of neutral trading 
with Germany, for at this time Aus­ 
tria as a neutral power friendly to Ger­ 
many might prove more dangerous to 
the allies than Austria actively hostile, 
but disintegrating through defeat.

FIVE BLOWN TO 
DEATH ON DREDGE

Woman, Two Children and Two 


Men Killed. 


TWO OTHERS ARE INJURED 


Vessel Was Torn to Pieces In Dels- 
, ware River Near Bordentown When 
i Boiler Explodes. 


Five persons, a woman, two children 


and two men, met death in the Dela- 
ware river opposite Bordentown, N. 
J., and two men were injured, when 
the boiler of a sand dredge on which 
they had ben living exploded, throwing 
them into the water. 


-Those killed were: 
"Mrs, Minnie Stout, twenty-two years 


old, of Gloucester, N. J., wife of the 
cook on the dredge. 


Anna Stout, four years old, her 


daughter. 


Harry Stout, two years old, her son. 
Tony Matttock, thirty years old, of 


Trenton, N. J. 


John J. Varley, twenty-eight years 


•old, of Bordentown. 


Those hurt were: James Mclntyre, 


captain of the dredge, and James Mc- 
laughlin. 


Three bodies have been recovered, 


those of Mrs. Stout, the little girl and 
parley. 
The man's skull was frac- 


tured. It is believed all were dead be- 
fore they reached the water. 


The dredge was the Delaware, own- 


ed by the Delaware River Sand Dredg- 
ing company, of which Horace G. 
Beeder, of Bordentown, is the presi- 
dent. The dredge was wrecked by the 
explosion and sank end up. The upper 
•deck was left visible. 


The accident was caused, by the wa- 


iter in the boiler running low. The 
aboiler burst with a loud report. 


James Mclntyre, the captain of the 


•dredge, was blown into the water and 
3resoued by McLaughlin. Mrs. Stout 
and her children were in the cabin, 
just having finished their breakfast. 
"Mrs. Stout was washing dishes and 
•the children were playing about her. 
TVariey had descended into the hold 
and prepared the engine for the day's 
-work. Mattock jumped to the scow 
•tied alongside the dredge to shovel 
the sand evenly as it was lifted from 
the bottom of the Delaware by an 
endless chain bucket arrangement at- 
tached to the hoisting apparatus. 


The explosion occurred without a 


moment's warning. There was a tre- 
mendous noise, and persons working 
In tbe Riverview Iron works, on the 
Bordentown shore of the. Delaware, 
weres startled to see the dredge rise, 
bow first, out of the water. It settled 
on its stern for a second or two, and 
the next instant it was shattered. A 
shower of wood, iron and steel was 
hurled high into the air. 


Mrs. Stout and her children were 


shot out of the cabin as though cata 
paulted out of a cannon. They rose 
iully fifty feet into the air, according 
*o the startled spectators on the Jer 
.«ey shore, and then dropped into the 
-water. 


Varley was shot out of the hold and 


3mrled 
towards 
the 
Pennsylvania 


>shore. Mattock was hit by a huge 
jpiece of the boiler and fell into the 
river. 


As soon as those on shore realized 


•what had occurred a brigade was or 
jganized for an attempt at rescue.
